nut the great philanthropist's instruction: 
to build a telescope surpassing all others 
in power—that is, they will succeed so 
fir, at least, as power may depend upon 
si/.e.

ABOHITEOTUBJ^IK BOSTON. 


Architects are responsible for the 


churches on the Back Bay lands of Bos- 
ton. An architect built the one with the 
foolish frieze of sculpture encircling the 
lofty, awkward towed and wholly unintel- 
ligible from below. 
Costly sculpture— 


Ugly and unintelligible, it is true, but 
costly for all that, aud by Bartholdi, a 
man whose works seem by some fatality 
to have been unloaded upon this bedeviled 
land, as if we had not sculptors enough 
of our own quite capable of work as bad ! 
And this sculpture is put, as I say, at 
the top of a lofty tower where no human 
eye, unless armed with spy glasses, can 
make it out—a proceeding not easily 
reconciled with one's notions of Boston, 
where,-if anywhere in the country, the 
laws of aesthetics and the limitations of 
the art are supposed to be understood, at 
least, if not spiritually discerned. And 
another architect built the church in that 
'Back Bay quarter, dedicated, we suppose, 
to some female saint, since it has for em- 
blem on the top the completes! Saratoga 
trunk—to what end, unless an emblem, 
no mortal could ever tell me nor I by my 
unaided wits discover. 
An 
architect 


also built the Art Museum, so finikin fine, 
*with its heads of great men looking out 
of port-holes in the most shipwrecked 
fashion ; a senseless treatment, although 
borrowed from that overdone Pavian 
Certosa, where so much is to be seen 
treated in an extravagant, ostentatious 
manner. 
This particular extravagance— 


Ipedals run mad, as it were—seems to 
have taken hold of the fancy of certain of 
»ur architects. 
We find it 
repeated 


again in the Sanders Theater, at Cam- 
bridge, and in the Historical Society's 
building in Brooklyn, where that good 
sculptor, Mr. Olin L. Warner, has been 
called on to design the heads of the ship- 
wrecked personages. 
If I cannot like 


the outside of the Boston Museum, it is 
the outside alone that vexes me. Wholly 
pleasant are the contents and the man- 
agement every way creditable to Boston ; 


museum of art, with, actually, the col- 


lection of art material its chief object and 
a generous courtesy presiding ovar its 
management. 
But Boston has been as 


unfortunate in her architects as New 
York, though in quite another and, it 
may be thought, in a more creditable 
way. 
The Museum of Fine Arts and the 


Memorial Hall at Cambridge, for in- 
stance, are examples of what comes of 
buildings getting into the hands of lit- 
erary, critical men, art students, with 
their heads crammed full of remembered 
bits of Old World architecture and their 
^portfolios stuffed 
with photographs of 


more and more bits. 
Even "Trinity," 


the most effective piece of building yet 
done in America, aud Mr. Richardson is 
one of the few men—alas ! how dolefully 
few, 
who have the stuff of a real architect 


in them ;. even "Trinity" owes two-thirds 
of its external impressiveness to its tower, 
borrowed almost literally from the tower 
of the Salamanca Cathedral. Borrowing, 
borrowing everywhere, an original motive 
almost impossible to find. For the peo- 
ple at large have no ideas on the subject. 
<gf,c --UUIIUerv iiavc bt.<.u onubbod into 
taking aback Boat and Looping it, and in 
architecture, as in all our fine arts, nota- 
bly in the art of painting, the field has 
fallen into the possession of a set of 
clever, accomplished, but overcultivated 
young men, who have come back from 
French and English studios, offices, and 
pedestrian trips with a plenty of "mate- 
rial" in their sketch books, much of it 
good in its own time and place, but. 
when worked up into houses for the aver- 
age American, as alien to his mode of 
life, to his needs and to his character as 
can be conceived. No one will deny that 
Mr. Richard Hunt is an architect, and, 
as an architect, he has certainly loaded 
earth with some of the most ungainly 
among all the ungainly structures that 
make our streets such a misery to any 
one who cares for good building.

spoiled quiet Beacon street, in Boston, 
enjoying her dowager respectable slum- 
ber in the shade of the Common elms, by 
the erection of the ugliest house that, I 
believe, has ever been built this side the

TOILET FOE DOGS. 


There are 1,800 work-people, male and 


female, who subsist iu Paris by making 
personal decorations and habiliments for 
pet dogs, or otherwise paying attention 
to the canine race. 
The trade done by 


them is estimated at a total of five to six 
millions of francs, or nearly a quarter of 
a million sterling, so that it may be easily 
guessed how great a commotion is caused 
among this section of society as often as 
the dog-dnys como round, and the inflexi- 
Ijlo rules of the French police MS to nma 
zling thoeo auimnlo arc again put in force 
against their owners. 


The rage for dressing up canine pets 


has long prevailed in France to a much 
greater extent than on tliis side of the 
channel, and has assumed extravagant 
proportions. 
The Fiijaro gives some ex- 


amples of the most notable fashions now 
to be observed amoi)£ the fair owners. 
Almost every variety of dog has its own 
proper toilet, besides its special toilet 
case containing the brushes, 
combs, 


sponges and othornpplianccs for eiubling 
it to be washed and dressed 


The ornaments suitable for a "boulo- 


dogue" would be by no means fitting for 
a "lulu," nor does it at all follow that 
what would be admired on a "caniche" 
would be deemed in good taste for a 
"griffon." 
The latter, which is a long- 


haired and curly-haired clo», imuh pri/ed 
by all French women, is pitied and des- 
pized at this lime of year if he is not close 
shaven over the body, leaving the lion 
like mane which looks so particularly lu- 
dicrous to the English oye.

FINELY TEMPERED BWORDS. 


The att shown in sword-making was 


not by any means confined to beautiful 
forms and elaborate ornamentation. 
The 


greatest skill was exercised in the man- 
ufactured and tempering of the blade, 
which, in the days were not only worn 
but used, was more important than any 
other part of this weapon. In Europe 
the sword manufactures of Spain first 
began to have tho reputation for produc- 
ing work of superior quality, and tho 
armorers of Toledo stood foremost amonz 
their countrymen. A "Toledo blade" 
was considered to be a weapon of great 
value, and, even now, when we wish to 
speak of something remarkable fine tem- 
pered and sharp, we compare it to one of 
these swords. The peculiarity of the 
Toledo blade was not only its extreme 
hardness, which enabled it to receive and 
retain the sharpest and most dolicate 
edge, but elasticity, which allowed it to 
be bent without being broken. 
Some of 


the most famous of these swords could be 
bent so that the points touched the hilts, 
and yet they would spring back to a per- 
fectly strait line. It is said tliat, in Toledo, 
sword blades have been seen in the cut- 
lers' shops coiled in boxes like watch 
springs, and although they might remain 
in this position for some time, they would 
become perfectly straight when taken 
out. Other places in Europe were also 
famous 
for producing good 
swords. 


Many excellent weapons were made in 
Italy, and Andrea Pcrrara, the Italian 
swordmaker, who has been mentioned 
before was better 
known 
throughout 


Kuropc than any other of his craft. 
To 


possess a genuine Ferrara blade was 
considered a great thing by nobles of 
Knglnntl and Franca. 


But it is to the East that the world 


owes the production of the most finely- 
tempered swords it has ever seen, and the 
steel of Damascus has been celebrated for 
many hundred years as superior to any 
other metal that has been made into 
sword blades. 
Even the cutlers of Toledo 


doubtless owed their skill and knowlcgc 
to the Moors, who brought from Uamas- 
the art of making blades that were as 
hard as diamonds, as sharp as razors, and 
as elastic as whalebone. 


Wonderful stories arc related of these 


Damascus swords. We have been told 
that with one of them a full-grown sheep 
could be cut in half at a single blow, a 
heavy iron chain could be severed with- 
out turning the delicate edge of the sword, 
and a gauze veil floating in the air could 
be cut through with one gentle sweep of 
the glittering blade. 
These wonderful 


scimctars are not manufactured now, but 
their fame has exceeded that of any other 
weapon of tlieir kind, and it is quite cer- 
tain that tlieir CXfnnrHinary uxoollanoa 
has not been exaggerated. It is probable 
that the workers in steel of the present 
day might be able to discover the peculiar 
methods by which the Damascus steel 
was made, but as there would be little use 
or demand for the blades after they had 
been produced, it is not likely that their 
manufacture will 
be attempted. 
Wo 


should consider, however, that although 
tho present age is pre-eminent as an in- 
ventive and manufacturing period, there 
are some things which have been produced 
by the ancients and the artificers of the 
Middle Ages which we of the present day 
have not been able to equal. It is pos- 
sible, therefore, that our steel workers 
might never be able to make a Damascus 
blade, even if they wanted to. 


Some of the swords of Japan are said 


to possess wonderful qualities of hardness 


i and sharpness. 
The story is laid that if 


one of these celebrated bl ides is held up- 


! right in a running stream the leaves float- 


i ing down with the current will cut them- 
! selves in two when they reach the keen 
edf;e of the sword. 


But these Japanese swords, some of 


which were held in such hi;;h esteem that 
they were worshiped, and temples wero 
built in their Honor, were only hard und 
sharp ; they had no elasticity, they could 


j not bend and they might break, and in 


j this respect they were far inferior to the 
splendid scimctars of the Moors and Sar- 


[ acens.—St.

Admitting that he intended she should 
have both realty and personalty, another 
most important question arises as 
to 


whether she should have only a life estate 
or a fee simple in tbe realty. "While 
she lives" creates a life estate, and "do 
as she wishes with it" implies a power 
to sell or otherwise dispose of— gives her 
in fact, complete control as owner in fee.

Dark horse nominees are 


generally men of mediocre ability who 
are brought forward and voted for be- 
cause being unknown outside of a limited 
circle nothing can be said against them. 
As a rule, nothing can be said in favor of 
them. Of course, there arc exceptions 
to this, and there have been men of whom 
but little M I S known who have proved 
themselves worthy of the positions they 
were unexpectedly called upon to fill. 
The dark horse selection is, however, a 
precarious proceeding, and is likely in 
the end to be more distasteful to the 
party that makes such a nomination than 
the choice of a man who, on account of 
bis prominence has to labor to overcome 
opposition. 


The candidates who have had their 


names before the convention have had 
their merits fully discussed by the news- 
paper press 
Messrs. Wcand, Evans, 


Thropp, Godshalk, Bean and Rennyson 
are known to the Republicans of the dis- 
trict. These gentlemen have been active 
in presenting their claims before the peo- 
ple. 
The delegates have been chosen 


with a view of nominating one of them.

CANDIDATES AKD PASTIES. 


The quality of candidates is, to a cer- 


tain extent, a 1 est, either of the good 
judgment or sound principals of a party. 
The claim is set up that the other organ- 
izations arc moi e worthy the support oi 
the public than is the Republican party. 
The reasons assigned are that the inde- 
pendents repretent a higher grade of po- 
litical morality, while the Democrats pre- 
sent better candidates. 
Both statements 


are erroneous. To a certain extent, can- 
didates represent parties. As a stream 
never rises higher than its source, so par- 
tics rarely supply candidates better than 
themselves. Tried by this test, how do 
the parties stand ? The leading candidates 
who represent their parties are Beaver 
Puttison and Stewart. Of these, tested by 
either an iutelli ctual or moral standard, 
we hold that General Beaver stands easily 
at the head. In experience and years he 
is ahead of cither. 
Mr. Pattison has 


been at the header a routine office, which 
his politics would prompt him to admin- 
ister rigidly, in opposition to those of 
different politic U faith. 
He has shown 


no qualities that serve to prove him fit for 
the governorship of this great State. 
The older and more experienced of his 
own party do not regard his capacity or 
experience as fitting him for the office to 
which he aspire1. He was nominated be- 
cause the young element of his party de- 
sired recognition, and he was for them 
the most available candidate. This is all 
there is in his cusc. 


The independent candidate, Mr. Stew- 


art, is a young man, resident in a country 
region, and who has made a moderate re- 
cord as a member of the State Senate. 
He served through the war, but gained no 
special distinction. There is nothing, in 
in any part of his career, that indicates 
him a man of special intellectual power. 
As regards political consistency, which 
sometimes rank, as moral clement, his 
record is not clear. He was a very tender 
promoter of the contest against Oliver for 
the senatorship, but could not be induced 
to follow the movement to its logical limit 
by supporting Wolfe. 
In the contest last 


year he gave Wolfe no active support. 
In the present c uivass he supported Bea- 
ver until a prospect boomed up for him- 
self. Then he broke away from Beaver 
and became n leading 
independent. 


Wolfe was with difficulty induced to sup- 
port him or even consent to his nomina- 
tion. He knew his man. Eventually he 
was lured over by the promise of senator 
ial support, when a United States senator 
comes up for election. This is the stan- 
dard of candidate set up by the independ- 
ents. 
Were a trader in politics like 


Stewart on a legular ticket the State 
would be filled with crys of disapproval. 
But lie is no better as an independent 
than he would a1, a Republican. Tried by 
this standard, hi- is not up to the mark. 
His party does not make good the defici- 
encies of the man. 


General Beaver, on the other hand, has 


made a national reputation. 
His military 


career commended the highest praise from 
General Hancock. 
Wounded time after 


time he came back as soon as able to face 
liis country's enemies. Distinguished for 
i>is power of discipline, he was as worthy 
of honor for his lieroic vulor on the field ol 
battle, lie wears honors honestly gained, 
•ind scars lionoiably received. In civil 
life, he is equally distinguished. 
As a 


anyor lie has argued important cases be- 
bre the highest courts of the State. In 
politics he has delivered speeches that 
lave produced profound impressions and 
left an influence long remembered. He 
:ias been and is a consistent man in all his 
jrofessions of morality and Christianity, 
[lis experience in public life has' given 
lim a grasp of the duties that pertain to 
,he office of Go\ernor 
He is far better 


Ittcd, intellectually and by experience, 
as well as moraily, than all bis competi- 
;ors. And this is the test. All impar- 
tial journals and people so admit. The 
criticism against him pertain to other 
larties. They do not affect him. He is 
>cyond reproacn. 
Hence the proper 


course for all true men, whether Repub- 
icansor Democrats, is to vote for the best 
nan. 
We do not hesitate to say that th'ts 


,s General Beaver. 
And in this they will 


vote for the regular Republican party, 
which has made a record which will live 
in all the future in the history of the 
country.—Ph ikuielphia News.

INTERESTING 
TO 
TENANTS. — The 


courts at one time were disposed to con- 
strue the law as between tenants and 
owners in favor of the latter, but re- 
cently their decisions have been much 
more liberal to the tenant. Once it was 
understood that whatever improvement 
was added to a property by a tenant 
could not be removed. There has been a 
decided modification of decisions on this 
subject of late. As a general rule, what- 
ever a tenant puts into a dwelling or 
erects on the premises for his own com- 
fort, without the intention to perma- 
nently annex it he may remove at any 
time before the expiration of his lease 
This would include such things as cup- 
boards, shelves, coal bins, and even a 
stairway has been held to be within the 
rule. 
All trade fixtures and temporary 


structures, whether frame or brick, and 
without regard to their size may be taken 
down and carried off by the tenant who 
erected them. 
Even a dwelling house is 


not a part of the realty if the right to 
remove it is reserved. 
All the landlord 


can legitimately demand is to have the 
property restored to his possession in as 
good condition as it was received by the 
tenant, ordinary wear and tear excepted. 
Whatever the tenant puts in of a movable 
nature be may take away, but his carpen- 
ter work must not injure or permanently 
alter the property. All these decisions 
concur that these removals must be made 
before the expiration of tlia lease. 
All 


that is on the land after the lease has 
expired reverts to the landlord. 


—Lizzie Hammond, a chambermaid in 


a San Francisco Hotel, being detected in 
a^fourth-story room where she had no bus- 
iness to be, attempted to avoid exposure 
by climbing out of the window and slid- 
ing to the ground by means of a telegraph 
wire that passed by within reach. 
Before 


she had descended many yards the wire 
burnt her hands as though it was red hot 
and she was compelled to let go. Infalling 
her body bounded back and forth between 
two parallel walls. This lessened the 
momentum of her descent, which was 
still further diminished by striking oil a 
telephone wire.

at San Francisco on Monday from China 
and Japan, confirms the reports of the 
insurrection in the capitol of Corea on 
the 23d of July.

have been killed. The Japanese envoy 
and consul escaped to a British vessel. 
The insurgents took possession of the 
palace and murdered the Queen and all 
the royal family except the King. 
Thir- 


teen Ministers of State and other digni- 
taries were also slaughtered. The massa- 
cre is attributed to the ex-llegent Tai In 
Klin, father or uncle of the King, a vio- 
lent opponent of foreign intercourse. Ja- 
pan has taken prompt measures to secure 
reparation for the murder of her repre- 
sentatives; and will make war it it is re- 
uiseci. 


—A special despatch from Pittsburgh 


s.iys : The water famine which has been 
prevailing in this city at intervals for 
some time has at last reached a climax. 
A number of the most important manu- 
facturing establishments have been com- 
pelled to suspend operations, and, besides 
the apprehensions that are caused from 
the danger to which the city is exposed 
from fire and other accidental causes, 
pestilence menaces us. The flow of water 
necessary to clear the sewers is stopped 
and medical men express the gravest ap- 
prehensions from that fact. There is no 
prospect of permanent relief, and though 
workmen are busy making repairs on the 
worthless water works machinery and the 
authorities promise a remedy, the evil 
grows from bad to worse. 


—A shell fired by the Egyptians is 


said by an official report to have passed a 
few feet over Sir Garnet Wolseley's head 
and then taken off the leg of a horse only 
ten yards behind him. 
A stickler for 


accuracy has been ciphering over the 
story. 
Allowing that the head of the 


General on horseback was nine feet from 
the ground, that the shell passed three 
feet higher, and that the horse's leg was 
struck two feet from the ground, ths 
trajectory of the shell would show a fall 
of ten feet in a flight of thirty feet. 
Calculating the speed of the shell from 
these data, it will be found that it re- 
quired five-eighths of a second to travel 
thirty feet, a velocity insufficient to take 
off the horse's leg.

WALT WHITMAN'S LEAVES OF GRASS. 


—The edition of Walt WhitmanVLeaves 
of "Grass," about which so much has been 
written on account of the abandonment of 
its publication by a Boston firm in conse- 
quence of Mr. Anthony Comstock's alle- 
gations that it contained objectionable 
passages, has been issued by Rees Welsli 
& Co., Philadelphia. 
The book contains 


so much true poetry, so many passages 
which stamp their author as a true poet 
of a high, though certainly not of the 
highest order, that it is a pity that ~Mr. 
Whitman's own good sense has not moved 
him long ago to cut out the "Children oi 
Adam," words and lines, which add noth- 
ing at all to the beauty of his work and 
which certainly are not structural and 
vital to it. 
The author of such a poem as 


"O Captain, My Captain," does himself 
injustice and puts himself at a disadvan- 
tage n.ost unnecessarily and most cruelly 
by flying in the face of decent public 
opinion. Walt Whitman's personality is 
too sweet and sound aud clear to be put 
by a mere piece of injudiciousness at so 
great a disadvantage as that under which 
a few expressions in his poems—wantonly 
and wilfully kept there against the advice 
of his best friends—cause him to labor.

When a di^h of oranges is seen on the 


plate for dcssurt, the fact is hardly rcal- 
i/ed that in ill probability their surface 
is the habitat of an insett of the Coccus 
family. 
ThK tiny creature is found on 


on the skin in every stage of trannformn- 
tion, from tfc'-agg "t* the perfect iu«ect 
during tho-tfmter mouths, instead of re- 
maining dormant in the cold weather, as 
is tl.e case with most of the insect tribe 
It would hardly be possible to find a St 
Michael's or Tangerine orange that had 
not hundreds of these little creatures in 
various stage-, of development on its sur- 
face. 
Lemons, too, arc frequently cov- 


ered 
Upon inspection, the skin of an 


orange w ill b< found to be dotted over 
with browni-.li scarlet spots of various 
si/cs. These -.pecks can be easily removed 
w ith a needh , and when placed under a 
microscope, un interesting scene is pre- 
sented, consisting of a large number of 
eggs, which are oval white bodies, stand- 
ing on end, like little bags of flour, some 
of the inhal itants of which maj very 
probably bo wen in process of emerging 
from the opi ncd end of the eggs. 
The 


female insect upon leaving the egg has 
six legs, two long hair like appendages, 
and no wing1, it thrusts a sucker into 
the orange in order to obtain nourish- 
ment, and in ver moves again, passing 
through the various stages of develop- 
ment until Jt lays its eggs and dies. 
In 


the case of tlie male insect, the chrjsahs 
after a short period opens and the insect 
flies off. 
The insect is supplied with 


wings twice the Isngth of its bodj, and 
each of the li gs has a hook-like projec- 
t'on. 
It ha", four eyes and two antenn.L, 


and it is so tiny that it cannot be seen 
when flying.
